Battles Are Being Fought by the

London, Bept. 11.—The battle of the

_Marne, as the French have christened
the great struggle which has been in

progress for a week In the territory
between Parle and Verdun, with the!
allled armies of. France and England !
on one side and the Germans on the
other, hac not reached a declslve re-
sult.

The German right, however, in the
face of the superior forces and threat-
epcd with an outflanking movement
continues to retire towards the north
along the route over which General
von Gluck made his famous lightning
advance on Paris from the Belgian
border, after having defeated the allies
.and Mons and again at Cambria and
St. Quentin.

The Germans
beat a hasty retreat, leaving 30
prisoners. behind.  Beforz = de-
parting from Termonde the Ger-
mans pillaged and destroyed the
town.

Anderson people are familiar with
the facts in the case, which are, that
Poore, as a policeman in Willlams-
ton, shot and kMled Joe Koll7, former-
ly & policeman in.the same town. The
evening before the killing Poore had
arrested Kelly atd it 1s said that this
led to the trouble. Willidmston peo-
ple were greatly interested in the trial
and the court room  was crowded
throughout the day yesterday

Dr, Frank Lander was the first wit-
nesg called’ yesterday morning. He
testified as to the nature or Kelly's
woundg and he was followed by Cept.
A. G. Pinkney, who was an eyewitness
to the affaly He gave a very graphic
account of the shooting, telling of
what each mau said and of Kelly's ac-
tlons after he wag shot.

Capt. G. W. Bullivan’ gave a touch-
ing account of the shooting, explain-
ing that he errived on the scene just
as the defendant had: h!s gun ralscd
to shoot again. He protested, saying
“Claude, if you do,, that will be mur-
der,” At the time KeHy was leaning
up against the wall of a building and
he started to come to Capt. Sullivan
falling Iintp that gentleman's arms.

Vance Cooley, mayor of Williams-
ton, testified as to the facts leading
up to the ecase, explaining that Poore
had arrested Kelly on the evening
before the final dificulty arose, and
that Kelly had become. incensed over
thiz and cherlshed i1l feeling anganst
Poore, Othér witnesses acquainted
with the case werd ealled and then
the defendant took the stand. .

In connection with the case in de-
tail he testified:

“On Sunday afternoon [ was sitting
in front of the Gregory company store
and heard Joe Kelly gnd Ira B. Hol-
de~ joshing at each other in pretty
bad language. Holder and Kelly both
cursed each other eeveral tlmes, but
neither had an attitude that was ag-
gravating or which appeared trouble-
some. Finally Joe sald, ‘I'm going to
lick you and then I am going home.'
Holder said, *Well, I'm here, come
ahead." They cursed a while longer
and then Poore came out and told
them to shut up. Holder shut up but
with geveral oaths, Joe Kelly assertpd
that I had nothing whatever to do
with him and that he was not golng to
obey. I told him to get off the streets
or go home, and he said that he wounld
do neither. I thep told him that 1
would pnave to yun him in if he did
not be quiet. He said with an oath or
two that I would have to run him_in
and that was surée, I then started with
him to the jull, and sbcut middle way
he stopped' aud asked aboiit hig bond.
T told him that I couldn’t give him any
bond but I'd let kim go free If he
wanted to. He refused to be iet go,
and said that I had arrested him,
damn you now lock me up. T took
him to the guard house and put him ip
the ofca ¢” ths couacil rocia  End
locked the doer.

Paris, Sept, 11.—The French mili-
tary authorities, who heretofore have
confined the information maaw puon-
lic concerning the military operations
east of Paria to laconic statemontsy
very generzl in character, today gave
a lengthy description ‘of the most {m-
portant battle since the beginning of
hostilities,

Evidently the left wing of the allied
armies facing the northeast has borne
the brunt of the preliminary engage-
ments in which the British took such
a promineut part go well that they
are the object of the higest compli-
ments on the part of French miiltary
men. A

The combat, according to the offic-
inl announcement, seems to be de-
veloping into an abandonment of at
least the pdvance positions held by
the Germans who, it is announced, are
retiring along n greater part of the
line. Thig retirement, {s sald to have
been for 46 miles at some points.
